Albert R. Waycott, general mana- 


ger of the Bird, Archer Co , confirmed 
on the witness stand statements of 
Miss Morehouse. 


Waycott testified 
these "commis- 


sions" totalled about 16,000 a year. 
He said the payment of the sums 
"seemed to be the custom" and added 
that ie condemned it. He insisted

"commissions" 


came out of the company's profits and 
were not charged to the shipping 
board.

prisoners in Cork prison continued to- 
day to try to accustom themselves to 
the that that they are to live instead 
of die a martyr's death for Ireland. 


All of them were hovering in twi- 


light between conscious life and obli- 
vion when the order from Arthur Grif- 
fith, acting president of the so-called 
Irish Republic to end their 94 flays' 
fast reached them yesterday. 


With some of them it was believed 


to be merely a matter of hours before 
they would share fate of their two fel- 
low prisoners, Michael Fitzgerald and 
Joseph Murphy, who starved to death 
in the same jn.ll. 


When they received Griffith's letter 


yesterday, they first refused but fin- 
ally capitulated, moved by the appeals 
and arguments of their friends "who 
told them they could 
serve 
their 


country better alive than dead. 


Moving scenes were •witnessed out- 


side the prison gates when word was 
passed that the nine men had decided 
to take their first nourishment in more 
than three months. 


Relatives and sympathizers who had 


held vigil there fell on their knees and 
prayed aloud, offering thanks that the 
prisoners' lives were to be spared after 
all. 


The appeal that went farthest in 


swaying the prisoners from, their re- 
solve to see the fast thru to death, 
was that of Bishop Cohalan, who spoki 
to them earnestly at great length and 
told them their sacrifice had. been 
great enough and had served its end.
